EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 2, 12, 39, 40, 44 and 45 are allowed. The prior art discloses a 
multicast/broadcast packet distribution network with serving nodes, error correction, and 
storage and transmission of M/B packets to target mobiles without passing through the 
packet data serving node (PDSN). 

The prior art however fails to disclose or suggest identifying and receiving the 
M/B packet data from the data packet controller and outputting a cellular data 
multicasting protocol service data unit (CDMP SOU) by adding a link header to the M/B 
packet data and receiving and segmenting the CDMP SDU into a plurality of data units, 
and outputting a CDMP protocol data unit (PDU) generated by adding a multicast 
header to each separated data unit to a fonA^ard common traffic channel (Fetch) and 
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forwarded to a forward common data channel (F-CDCH) within a prescribed size by 
adding a Mux header and a CRC code to each segmented data unit.
